The story in regard to tho blunders be- 


iLg connected by tho speaker aud the 
clerical force ot tho assembly, has not 
boon hall told. In addition to what has 
already been p'ublished iu the Gazette, 
•we print tho following from tho Milwau- 
kee Sentinel, tho substance o£ a special 
sent from Madison to that paper. 


This year's assembly journal is so full 


of errors ot tho gravest nature that it is 
an incomplete, and, iu some cases, untrue- 
record. The blunders which, havo beeu 
allowed to creep into it are simply stu- 
pendous. In the earlier part of tho ses- 
sion tho organization oE the house was 
entirely omitted and was discovered by 
tho members, but not in sufficient season 
to prevent a re casting oC tho plate by 
the official stato printer. Tho first blun- 
der has been followed by a succession ot 
otfiors. The passage of the express bill 
was oaiitted-.trom the assembly journal 
entirely. In numerous instances

is concerned. Tho resolution of Mr. 
Grubb, relative to tho stationary grab, 
was adopted on a call o£ tho ayes and 
noes, but the journal simply records the 
adoption without giving a list oE names 
for or against. Further on, Mr, Naber 
introduced a resolution-to authorize the

cost not in excess of S3. Mr. Ivuntz of- 
fered an amendment that the amount 
which at that time had heon already fur- 
nished by tho chief clerk be included in 
that BUTU.

which the amendment was offered. It is 
a nortorious fact at the capitol that Mr. 
Uarr secured the position of chief clerk 
through .the instrumentality ot John 
Winans,.civil-service independent, and a 
number of disgusted democrats have 
written liiin to the effect that as he fur- 
nished the assembly with a chief clerk, 
perhaps he had bettor also run the busi 
ness pertaining to the office.

As tho chiet clerk and his two as- 
sistants were not to bo found, Mr. Hunt- 
ingtou, whom they havo employed to aid 
them, corrected the error. Mr. Huuting- 
tou ia the olerk who was employed at the 
beginning ot tho session as an aid to the 
inexperienced regular force and after- 
wards discharged, contrary to contract, 
because he is a republican. 


It those complaints are well founded, 


and tho cause r>f til this dissatisfaction 
nhould continue to exist, the assembly 
will commit a grave blunder it it does 
not reorganise its force, aud re lire those 
who are incompetent.

B*Bgatlonal Scene at a Funeral in 


Pittsburp. 


An Alleged "Wife Forbidden the Ac- 


customed Place in. tho Procession. 


Tlic Police Interpose tin Objection at

PITTSBUEO, Feb.13.— The fnnaral of Madison 


B. Ward, lata candidate for the legislature, who 
died on Friday, took place from tho residence 
of; Captain Ward, one of the 
wealthiest 


property holders in Pittsburg. 
Prominent 


among tho mourners wan observed a young 
woman who appeared to 
fool the loss 


of Mr. Ward very keenly. She was accompa- 
nied by a gentleman and two other ladies. Up 
to the time tho lid of the coffin was closed aha 
tat quietly waaping, and when tho pall-bearers 
bore tha romaina to tho hoarse sha was ob- 
•ervod to brush by Capt. Ward and wife, who 
atood on tha veranda ready to enter the car- 
riago. ' Accompanied by her party she ontorod 
••carriage and instructed tho drivar to follow 
immediately behind tho hoarse. Mr.^Bein- 
hauer, the.nndortaker, ordered the driver to 
go to tho roar of tho carriages occupied by 
C'apt Ward's family. This ho declined to 
do, and • he held the ground immediately be- 
hind tho Ibiearao until tho -oortoga moved off. 
Tbe -undertaker summoned several police of- 


ficers, who threatened to arrest the party in 
the carriage, and for a time there was quite a 
scene in front of thu house of mourning, 
which was surrounded by an immense crowd. 
At tho cometory this personage again occupied 
a conspicuous position, and she waa the last to 
loava tho uew-mado grave. 
Upon inquiry it was discovered that sho was 


the wife of tho dacoasod, but that sho was not 
recognized as auch by Captain Ward and hia 
family. After tho funeral sho was found at 
her homo on Fifth avouuo, iiour Washington 
street. Hor eyoa ware swollen from weeping, 
and she appeared to faol bar position very 
keenly. When questioned hi regard to har 
»trange conduct she said: 
"I was the lawful wife of Madison Ward. 


h»vo my marrlago^cortificato, which I can pro 
duco at any time. My husband took sick suv- 
oral montha ago. Ho contracted a severe cold 
iii his canvass for the legislature aud was taken 
down with typhoid fever. I remained with him 
mil tho time, nursod him carefully, and his own 
people rarely put in -an appearance. On Sat- 
urday a weoK hia sister camo, when ha ex- 
pressed a desire to be taken homo, and thoy ra- 
uiovod him to his father's house in an ambu- 
lance. His removal was sanctioned by Dr. 
Murelock, but I do not believe that ho waa iu 
hia right mind at the timo. Howovor, ho begun 
to sink af tor that until. tho time of his dantli. 
On Fridav morning, when he died, I went up to 
new him, but they would not allow mo to ontor 
tha house. At the funeral I simply wanted to 
occupy tho position to which I was entitled as 
tho wifo of iladison Ward." 
Cant. -Ward, father of tho deceased, whou 


aekau for his version of the affair, replied: 


"Whon Jtatt died I was fearful tlmt there 


would bo a scene. This woman, who claims 
to hava beon married to him, came up on 
Friday morning, within an hour Rftur ho died. 
Sho wan accompanied by another woman. .My 
wife wont to tho door and deuiod her admis- 
sion, bocauao the corpse had . not yot boon 
washed, and his chamber was tonsed up. It 
waa no timo for auy visitors to bo admitted. 
However, I told my wife afterward that »he 
should have admitted her. Sho camo again on 
Saturday, and we allowed her to remain as 
long as" ahe desired. At tho funeral 
she 


brushed paat me boforo the coffin waa in the 
hearse, and insisted that her carriage should 
follow the hoarse. I had no objection to that, 
but iho funeral waa in churge of tho under- 
taker, and ha insisted that her corriago should 
go to the rear, and was obliged to call upon 
tlvo or ai.x police to compel ttc driver to go 
back. At the cemetery sho was again in front 
of mo, I novor recognized this woman as 
Malt's wifo.

Durtog 1SS2 thoro vrero 1,790 actual ship- 


wrecks reported throughout tho world, and 
more than ono-half of the vessels lost wore 
owned iu Groat Britain and her colonies; ivhila 
of that number ouo-third sank off Qro»t Britain 
alono. Of tho English vessels lost 930 wore 
steamers; nearly as many aa all tho craft 
launched on tho Clyde during the year. Tho 
total number ol ahipwrooka was less than in 
1S81 by ii49, but it exceeded very considerably 
tho average for the throe years Just previous, 
the llgurea being for 1S78, 1,594 wrecks; for 
1S7!>, 1.6S8; for 1880, l.GSO; for 1881, i,0»9; for 
332, 17UO. 
During 1832, 4,129 lires woro lost by wrecks, 


and in tha five years einco 1879, inclusive, 20,- 
71)3 human beings perished at sea. Wood has 
bson niiponodod by Iron for ship-building, and 
now steal is replacing iron; but our ships aro 
just about as liable to disaster as ever, and the 
dangers of ocean travel have not boon do- 
creuar}, while travel on land ha« boen growing 
safer.

'A. Thrilling Incident of the Milwaukee 


Horror. 


Perhaps the man who had the most 


exciting experience in the Newhall House' 
fire is Mr. T. J. Anderson, of this city, 
who resides at the Palmer. He is em- 
ployed as a salesman by Messrs. George 
H. Taylor & Co., the wholesale paper 
dealers, on Monroe Street. He arrived 
home last evening and a Tribune re- 
porter saw him at the Palmer. "I sat 
on the window-sill of my room," said 
ho, "and I saw the flames take my bed, 
my clothes, the floor sink in the mass of 
flame before I escaped by sliding down 
the rain-spout which ran along my win- 
dow. I had a room on the .corner of 
Michigan Street -and Broadway, on the 
fourth floor. I had played pool with 
Mr. L. A. Brown, of Philadelphia, until 
nearly one o'clock in the morning, when 
I went to bed. And, poor fellow, '-I saw 
him afterwards go down to his death in 
the mass of flame without being able to 
help him. It was awful! I walked up 
stairs to my room, as the elevator stopped 
running at 12:30. On my way up 1 met 
the only watchman the house employed, 
and I asked him how I could escape in 
case of fire. He said easy enough. 
There were two ways—one by the back 
stairway and the other by going through 
a labyrinth of hall to the front. Brown's 
room waa opposite to mine. I went to 
bed after that and I was awakened by 
the horrible shrieks of burning women 
and the groans of burning men. It was 
hell itself, so terrible seemed tho sounds. 
The flames were cackling all around, 
and I opened the door. A great mass 
of smoke and flame rushed in and I be- 
came stiflod. I was unable to again 
shut it and the smoke almost killed me. 
I had nothing on but a gauze under- 
shirt. I felt my strcogth leaving me— 
1 was choking. I sank to the iloor. 
I thought I waa gone. But my senses 
had not altogether left me. 
I gathered 


myself up as best I could and made to- 
wards the window. 
By a desperate 


effort I succeeded in getting there. 
I 


sank again to the floor. But I rallied 
and attempted to raise the window. It 
was so well balanced that it yielded at 
once to my puny efl'ort and went up. I 
leaned out and the fresh air revived me. 
I was strengthened and consciousness 
returned. 
I looked down below and 


saw the firemen and police holding the 
.canvas. They shouted for me to 3ump 
on the telegraph wires but I refused. I 
saw the ladders'up against the building. 
I sat down on the window-sill and I saw 
everything go down, my clothes, valise, 
everything, unable to save a thing. I 
begged, I implored for those below to 
,i»ve me. They saw me, but gave me 
1^ help. I s»w my friend come from 
his room 'and attempt to come to me 
through the mass of flame, but I saw, 
him g'o down in the vortex of flame to 
his death. 0, such a sight! 
It was too 


horrible to imagine. I saw the tin spout. 
It was in part covered with ice. Three 
women aud one man had tried to de- 
scend it, and they landed in the Vnllcy of 
Death. They lost their hold and fell to 
the street below. It was the only means 
of escape left. I seized it with the 
frantic .effort of despair- 
Everything 


inside of my room was gone. I caught 
it in ft vice-like grasp and I commenced 
to slide. Sometimes I slid six to twelve 
•feet and at others a few inches. 
But I 


kept going down, using the ice made by 
the hose as a foothold and a catch for 
ray hands, which you see are terribly 
blistered. I went clean down to the 
cellar, fifteen 
feet below the street, 


but I was alive and clad in only 
my gau/.e undershirt. On my way down 
I saw two little girls standing in the 
window of the third story, and they 
asked me to save them, butl was power- 
less to give them aid, nnd I had to see 
those innocents not over six years old 
swallowed up by the heartless flames. 
I saw Kelsey, Tom Thumb's colored 
servant, go down with the walls. He 


• was clinging to a window-sill in the fifth 
story. I walked out to the front and 
went up-stairs into tho office, where I 


i found a woman who was tearing her 
ihair. I could not see her face nnd did 
!not know who she was. 
I spoke to her, 


ibut she took no notice of me. I seized 
her by the ankles and dragged her down 
bodily, thus saving her fife. 1 went 


1 across to the express office, where' I saw 
Antisdel, who was leaning over Mrs. 
'Johnson. He said: .'I.am crazy. You 
•rub this woman, I want to go and save 
my children.' I was in a position to be 
rubbed myself, being naked and chilly. 
I said to a fireman standing by: 'I have 
lost everything.' He said: 'You're alive.' 
Pointing to a man who was clinging 
from a fifth-story window, he said: 
'How would you like to change places 
with him?' Somebody gave me a coat, 
and I walked in my bare feet four blocks 
to the Plankinton House. I was beside 
myself. On the way I met a woman 
who threw a shawl over me, and said: 
'Here, poor boy, take that.' I got cloth- 
mo-, such as it was, from strangers at the 
Pllnkinton. I came here to-day, and 
Mr. Taylor htted me out at his own ex- 
pense.

Anthracite CoaL 


There are but. lour anthracite 
coal- 


fields in Pennsylvania, and their agere- 
5-ate area is but 483 square miles. Reli- 
able engineers estimate that the amount 
of coal the lour fields will yield, if tho 
Dresent wasteful method of minim? be 
kmtiniied, cannot bo more than 3,000,- 
000,000 tons. But the • year 1882 has 
taken 29,500,000 tons.of anthracite coal 
from Pennsylvania mines, and it is ex- 
pected that the amount taken will bo 
greater, rather than less, in future years, 
so that the supply will be exhausted in a 
century, if not sooner. Besides Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island and Virginia are 
the only States which produce anthracite 
coal, and their supply is insignificant 
The service performed by anthracite coal 
in the development of the resources of 
the United States has been so great that 
the prospect ot the exhaustion of the 
supply, even a century hence, must bo 
regarded with much concern. Tho dec- 
laration, that long before the century 
ends anthracite coal will be a luxury 
which only the rich can enjoy, will cause 
a popular demand! .that the wasteful 
method of mining known as the •-pillar 
and breast" be abandoned, and that the 
more economical method employed in 
English mines be substituted for it. 


It is true that the supply of bituminous 


coal seems inexhaustible, although the 
annual product of our bituminous mines 
does not much exceed 42,000,000 tons, 
which is about one-fourth of the coal pro- 
duct in England. Ohio, which ranka 
below Pennsylvania and Illinois in the 
production of bituminous coal, can pro- 
duce more than England, whose capacity 
is already severely taxed. ' But the iron 
and steel industries of the United States 
could never have reached their preseni 
proportions but for anthracite coal, anc 
the exhaustion of the anthracite field/ 
will inevitably afiect the prosperity oi 
the country, unless inventive genius de- 
vises a new fuel to feed our blast furnaces 
and move our engines—a contingency so 
remote that the gravest considerations 
remain to urge economy in anthracite 
coal,—N. 7, Mail and Express,

There are copies of it everywhere, it has 
jeen reproduced in every conceivable 
manner uy all grades of artists, from the 
jest to the worst, but in all the copies 
there is nothing thut can compare with 
Lhe wonderful original. There is some- 
thing, in it that cannot be reproduced. 
There is a soul in it, the influence ol 
which no one but its creator could have 
felt, and without that soul there is noth- 
mn- to the picture. 
The copies of it may 


please the eye by correct drawing, per- 
fect coloring, and faithful copying, but 
until there is in them the souUulness 
;hat beams from the eyes ot the original 
iey can never exact homage from the 
beholder. 


The face of the Madonna is a simple 


one but one that is worthy of the closest 
study. It seems to be the idealization of 
all that is pure and holy. The simple 
face of the Virgin is of one who knew 
and appreciated the greatness of the re-' 
sponsibility that had come upon her, but 
who also felt the strength that would 
enable her to bear it. She stands^there 
with the child Jesus in her arms, with an

Beneath and 
around her are filmy clouds that seem 
to stretch away to Heaven, while about 
her head are the shadowy shapes of 
countless chcvubim, aud below, at the 
very bottom of the picture, are two 
cherubs, the very personification of naive 
innocence. The execution is as great aa 
the conception. In fact the one adds to 
to thft effect of the other. The drawing, 
coloring, attitudes and 
expressions, 


show tha great power of the great man. 
It is the work of a genius such as the 
world never possesses but once.— I), It.

You aro 
aware, I suppose, that the library beloiig- 
in" to tho Young Men's association 
has by reason of that association becom- 
in" involved in financial difficulty, been 
turned over to a number of ladies in this 
city who have formed a corporation under 
tbe laws of this state for the purpose of 
establishing a free library. The ladies 
have, by very laudable enterprise and 
admirable perseveranca, by 'personal so- 
licitations raised a fund more than, suf- 
ficient to pay tho debts of the old asso- 
ciation, have fitted up esceedingly pioas- 
iint rooms in Bennett's block and have 
several hundred dollars in the treasury. 
That amount will be sufficient perhaps 
to pay the running expenses ot the li- 
brary until the end of the year, then it will 
beBnecessary to resort again to a canvas 
Cor donations. This is not only disa- 
oreeable and laborious, but it wears out. 
That was the end reached by the loung 
Men's association, financially. Those 
who were interested, in it, lost that inter- 
est after accumulated business ot their 
own, and left it to its fate. That must 
finally be the end of tho present organ- 
ization, aud even it it wero not, tho pres- 
ent system is throwing too great a bur- 
den upon the few who have so generous- 
ly undertaken it, simply for the good of 
tbe public. The statutes of the state au- 
thorize the common councils ot cities to 
submit to the people, the question of es- 
tablishing a public library; and it is the 
request of the ladies, that this council 
submit that question to the people at the 
spring election. If it should prevail, the 
tax levied by the common council could 
not be collected until the latter part of 
the present year, and as the funds now 
on hand would probably by that time be 
exhausted, it becomes important that the 
matter receive the attention of this coun- 
cil.

the Young Blen's association consists 
of 
twenty-five

thousand volumes ot general literature, 
ot the value of a'uout two thousand dollars, 
formin" an excellent foundation for a 
public library. The rooms -which the 
ladies have fitted up, consist of a library 
room, a reading room and a conversation 
room. These rooms are pleasant" places 
for young men to spend .their evenings. 
The books furnished will be invaluable 
to many young men in tho future, as 
they have been in the past. This enter- 
prise may fail unless it receives the as- 
sistance of the city, and the city as a 
whole is most interested in seeing that it 
does not fail. It would cost perhaps five 
or six hundred dollars a year to pay the 
expenses of a free library, an amount of 
money which would not be . felt, when 
distributed.but which becomes large wnen 
necessary to be raised by a few. • A small 
gum could be added for the purchase of 
new books, and in a short time wo would 
have a public library as a permanent es- 
tablishment and its benefits would ,.soon 
bo felt. ' All cities 
which approach 


this in wealth and population, and many 
smaller ones, together.with a great num- 
ber of towna and'viUagos have free cir- 
culating libraries.
